^ the  Sanitary  condition  of  your  District  during  the  year  ended 
December  31st.  1925. 


Population. 


7'^^  estimated  population  of  the  District  as  received  from  the 
Registrar  General  is  5127,  an  increase  of  16  on  the  estimated 
population  for  the  previous  year. 


Births. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  78  ; 
35  males  43  females  ; 3 more  than  that  registered  for  1 924. 
Of  these  births  12—8  males,  4 females  occurred  at  Highgate  Road, 
an  increase  of  1 on  the  previous  year,  leaving  66  for  the  district, — 
//  males,  39  females. 

The  total  number  of  births  belonging  to  the  district  as  received 
from  the  Registrar  General  being  75-30  males,  45  females,  this 
being  the  corrected  number  of  births,  and  equal  to  a birth-rate  of 
14  62  per  1000  per  annum.

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Illegitimate  Births. 


The  total  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  during  the  year 
was  7 — 1 male,  6 females,  a decrease  of  2 on  the  previous  year.  Of 
these  2 were  in  the  District  proper  and  5 at  Highgate  Road,  a 
decrease  both  for  the  District  and  Highgate  Road. 


Still-births. 

There  were  3 still-births  recorded  during  the  year,  a decrease  of 
1 on  the  previous  year. 


Deaths. 

The  total  number  registered  during  the  year  was  1 73 — 82  males, 
91  females,  an  increase  of  1 on  the  previous  year.  Of  these 
deaths  120  — 60  males,  60  females  occurred  at  Highgate  Road,  and 
53  in  the  district,  22  males,  3 1 females,  or  an  uncorrected  death-rate 
of  10‘33  per  1000  per  annum.  To  these  deaths  have  to  be  added  20 
deaths  — I I males,  9 females  belonging  to  the  district  which  occurred 
in  Public  Institutions,  making  73  for  the  district  proper — 33  males,  40 
females,  an  increase  of  8 on  the  previous  year  and  equal  to  a nett 
death-rate  of  I4'23  per  1000  per  annum.

Inquests.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  main  causes  of  death 
in  your  District  come  under  four  heads,  of  which  Heart  Disease  and 
Cancer,  as  in  the  past  twenty-five  years,  head  the  list,  both  showing  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year. 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age  was  4,  a 
similar  number  to  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  infantile  mortality 

being  53'33  per  1000  births.

Infectious  Diseases. 


The  total  number  of  notification  forms  received  during  the  year 
was  1 7,  of  these  6 were  for  cases  not  necessarily  notifiable  in  this  area 
leaving  I 1 that  come  under  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases. 


The  types  were  Erysipelas,  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever 
and  Puerperal  Fever. 


Of  these  cases  6 occurred  at  Hlghgate  Road,  4 Erysipelas,  1 
Enteric  Fever.  I Puerperal  Fever,  and  5 in  the  District  proper  1 
Diphtheria,  4 Scarlet  Fever.

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The  above  figures  show  a remarkably  low  notifiable  infectious 
Illness  rate, 

6 cases  were  removed  to  the  Infectious  Illness  Hospital,  4 Scarlet 
Fever,  1 Enteric  Fever.  1 Diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Four  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  1 in  March,  1 in  June 
2 in  December.  2 were  males,  2 females. 

The  age  incidence  being  1 — 3 yrs.  I — 4 yrs.  1 — 8 yrs  I — 18  yrs. 

All  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital,  the  houses 
stoved.  No  epidemic  occurred. 

Tubercular  Diseases. 

No  new  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  3 deaths  from  various 
forms  of  Tubercular  disease  occurred  during  the  year,  all  males. 

2 were  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

The  Phthisis  Pulmonalis  death-rate  being  0‘58  per  1000  per 
annum.

A much  lower  rate  than  the  previous  year. 

A similar  method  is  adopted  in  dealing  with  these  cases  as  in 
previous  years. 

During  May  many  cases  of  Measles  and  several  cases  of  Chicken- 
pox  occurred,  it  being  necessary  to  close  the  Schools  for  three  weeks. 
The  origin  could  be  traced  to  contact  with  a case  in  a neighbouring 
District.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  Measles. 

Cancer 

Nine  deaths  from  Cancer  occurred  during  the  year. 

In  association  with  this  disease,  it  may  be  noted  that  during  the 
last  25  years  1 50  deaths  occurred  from  various  types,  with  an  average 
over  that  period  of  6 per  year. 

It  appears  to  reach  a maximum  every  5 — 6 years,  the  lowest  rates 
being  in  1907  and  1902. 

During  this  period.  Cancer  has  headed  the  list  of  causes  of  death 
on  6 occasions,  and  2nd  on  9 occasions. 

Two  special  reports  have  been  made  during  this  time  and  5 
special  reference  made  to  It  in  my  Annual  Reports. 
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Slaughter-houses. 


There  are  3 In  use  in  the  District.  Much  improvement  in  the 
general  cleanliness  has  been  noted  during  the  year. 

A deputation  visited  Leeds  during  the  year  in  regard  to  the  meat 
regulations.  The  necessary  conditions  are  being  carried  out. 

Cemeteries. 

Four  Cemeteries  exist  in  the  District,  three  of  them  in  the  centre 
of  the  village  and  one  at  Clayton  Heights.  Reference  to  their 
position  and  condition  has  been  previously  reported  upon. 

A site  for  a new  Cemetery  has  been  obtained  in  the  Land  House 
Estate  and  steps  towards  costruction  have  been  taken. 

The  Council  have  provided  a Mortuary  in  the  district  in  Broad 
holds  and  prior  to  this  the  Guardians  have  kmdly  placed  the  one  at 
North  Bierley  Union  at  the  District  dispos.d,  which  has  been  much 
appreciated 

Sanitary  Conditions 

The  general  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  are  considered 
satisfactory.  There  has  been  an  entire  absence  of  those  diseases  due 
to  bad  sanitary  conditions. 

Systematic  attention  has  been  given  to  emptying  Ashpits  and 
Closets.  There'll  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Water  Closets  from 
943  to  963.  The  out-fall  works  have  been  gradually  put  to  a greater 
strain  during  the  last  few  years  and  attention  to  the  disposal  of  sewage 
will  require  the  Council’s  attention. 

8671  Ashpits,  Privies  and  Dust-bins  have  been  emptied 
during  the  year  and  the  use  of  the  Rubbish  Cart  on  Fridays  is  a great 
benefit  to  the  District,  182  loads  being  removed  during  the  year. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

Inspections  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

37  Workpl  aces  and  Workshops  were  visited  : 

6 Confectioners  5 Ice  Cream  Vendors  6 Boot  Repairers 
6 Fish  and  Chip  Shops  4 Joiners  2 Plumbers 

3 Hairdressers  5 Others. 

Minor  defects  were  found  in  a few  instances,  but  generally  they 
might  be  considered  satisfactory. 
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Buildings. 


The  total  number  of  Houses  in  the  District  is  1425,  an  increase 
of  12  on  the  previous  year,  an  average  of  3’ 59  persons  per  house. 

Although  a few  houses  have  been  to  sell  during  the  year,  it  is 
significant  that  there  were  no  houses  to  let.

So  that  in  the  last  10  years  the  population  has  increased  by  343 
and  the  number  of  houses  increased  by  91,  or  an  average  of  1 house 
per  3’7  persons,  whilst  for  20  years,  average  person  per  house  has 
fallen  from  4‘3  to  3'59. 

Inspections  under  the  Housing,  Town  Planning  &c  Act,  1909, 
continued  during  the  year.  Under  this  Act  1 1 6 inspections  were 
made.  Records  of  these  Inspections  have  been  kept,  and  Reports 
presented  to  the  Council. 

A feature  of  the  Inspections  is  the  number  of  houses  occupied  by 
one  person,  and  this  to  some  extent  will  account  for  the  shortage  of 
houses. 

Taken  generally,  the  year  has  been  a satisfactory  one  and  steady 
progress  having  been  made.
